CARDINAL GIBBONS EXPLAINS IT 
SUHK WILL MAKE FOB SECURITY 
OE PEACE 

" I am convinced that mime mili- 
tary training for the young men of 

our country is essential lor the wel 
fare and security of Hie nation," 
states his eminence, Cardinal 
Gibbons, in replying to a request 
made by the National Security 
Leagne. " In the recent, war we 
had the trained armies of our Allies 
to lean upon until our soldieis Were 
prepared for the battlefield. We 
cannot, always depend upon such a 
favorable circumstance in the event 
that we are driwn into war ngaln. 

"The discipline which the youtiL' 
men will acquire will develop them 
morally and physically. The 
regular hours of rising and retiring, 
takini! of simple and nourishing 
food, and the outdoor exeicise, 
cannot fail to improve their general 
health. 

"Another advantage of the dis- 
cipline is to insl ill into them a spirit 
of oliedience to lawful authority, a 
virtue which we have seen to be 
frequently disregarded in our land 
of freedom. It will teach them 
that there is a dignity associated 
with obedience which has been too 
often overlooked, and that, in obey 
ing their lawful superiors, they are 

rendering obJhieooe to God, form 

whom all mil hoi by comes. 

"It cannot he said that such pre- 
paration will make ini war. I lie 
lieve that it will make for pence, 
since nations knowing our pie 
paredness, will lie reluctant to draw 
us into Hie danger of war. And 
finally, owing to the condition of 
unrest in our country today, it Is 

well lor us to be prepared to meet 
any emergency." — New York Globe.

To day, Mrs. Tunnioliffe has takeu 
up dancing as a profession and is 
an inspiration to boys and girls 
who start out in life with a physi- 
cal handicap. 

Aftet Dr. Putnam had helped 
win my first battle, "said Mrs. 
Tunnioliffe," I determined that I 
would repay him some day by doing 
something for the deaf children of 
the Horace Mann school, in whom 
he was vety much inlet est ed 
When I was old enough and had 
taken tip enough dancing, I stalled 
in my classes thorn, I got the 
children all ready for an exhibition 
for him in June. In April he died 
Since then I have gone on with my 
work with deaf children." 

The members of the club are 
from the Horace Maun, the Ran- 
dolph or the Clarke Schools, and 
from Fan wood. 

The Club meets at 22 Huntington 
Ave., Boston, every Monday even 
inu from 7 to 9. Its memheia have 
turned over to I he Reconstruction 
Service of the Industrial Union for 
iteaf, over $2,000 from benefits 
which thev puton from Oetobet 6th, 
11)17, to January 1st, 1919. They 
also did considerable knitting for 
the Red Cmea besides taking 
their studies. The Club has all 
ready started taking returned deaf 
soldiers.

Other resolutions thanked the 
people of Austin, who contributed to 
the fund for the banquet held Fri- 
day night. 

Thanks also were tendered to 
Superintendent Shuford, Principal 
Archer, the Board of the School, and 
others .who helped to make the 
banquet a success. 

A feature of the morning's pro 
gram was the address of F. C. 
Numbers, in which he recounted 
his experiences with the Ai-'erican 
Expeditionary Force in Fiance. 

At Ihe afternoon session Saturday, 
officers were elected for the ensuing 
two years, and a group photograph 
taken of the members of the as- 
sociation.

Asian and Mediterranean regions. 

The pedigree of wheat, the most 
Important of all our cereals, is 
somewhat obscure. It has varied 
to a greater degree from its humble 
origiual thau any other known arti- 
licial plant. Fortunately, we are 
still aide to recover the steps l»y 
which it has beeu developed from 
what made at first sight appear lo 
be a very unlikely and ill-endowed 
ancestor indeed. 

The English conch grass, which 
often proves snch a troublesome 
weed in our own country, is re- 
presented around the Mediterranean 
shores by an allied genua of annual 
plants known as goat ; nd 

one of these weedy goat grasses has 
now been shown with great pi oba- 
hility to be the wild lorm of our cul- 
tivated wheat, it is a small dwarf- 
ish Kiass with vety pretty seeds, 
and not nearly so full a s\ 
cereals of agticulture 

When mau first reappears in 
northern Europe, aftei tl ice 

sheets once more cleared away from 
the face of the land, we And him 
growing and using a rule form of 
wheat from the earliest moment of 
his reeslablishment in the desolated 
plains. Among the pile villages of 
the Swiss lakes, which were Inhafa 
ed by men of the newel 
we find side by side with Ihepolil 
ed flint axes and the ban 
tery of the period, 
raised by the lake dwellers un the 
neighboring mainland Tut 
rel seeds and water- log] 
disiuterred from the villa 
millet, barley, ami several other 

grains; but by tar the common. 
kmong them is a peculiar small form 
of wheat, which lias been scientifi- 
cally named after the ancient folk 
by whom it was used. 

This lake-water, however, thou 
it dates back to the very beginning 
of the period in Europe 
considered as the Brat varletj 
loped from the piimitive goat grass 
by the earliest cultivatois: 
superior in diameter to the wild 
slock, that it must already have un 
dergone a long course of tillage and 
selection iu more genial climates, 
and must have beeu brougti 
lo Europe In a comparative! 
feci coiidiiion by the ahoi 
people, who settled our continent 
immediately after the terminal 
of the glacial era.

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sight, reinforced by intuition, does 
tbe rest. But even then there is no 
proof that tbe lip-reading stunt is 
always correct. Probably it is, but 
in some cases it may be merely self- 
satisfied surmise. 

This is not antagonistic of oral 
teaching. We believe in having all 
children get the benefit of a fair and 
extended trial. To that extent we 
are a protagonist. Still, when a 
man of seventy-five years accom- 
plishes a limited success in decipher- 
ing speech from lip motions, makes 
it an argument that younger 
people can follow his example and 
get satisfactory results, it puts into 
the public mind tbe wrong impres- 
sion that lip reading is easy if you 
try it. 

All such newspaper talk is a gross 
injustice upon the Institutions and 
schools throughout the land, whicb 
are, and for any number of years 
have been, straining to inculcate 
speech and lip-reading to the children 
committed to their care. And above 
and beyond tbe oral work, it is also 
incumbent upon tbe aforesaid schools 
to give to their pupils a fairly good 
general education — which is another 
matter altogether.

During tbe past year or two the 
deaf have been given more notice in 
the newspapers than during the 
quarter of a century that preceded 
tbe entrance of the United States 
into the great European War — or- 
rather War in Europe. 

Some of the literature spread 
throughout the length and breadth 
of our land of liberty, freedom and 
enlightenment, has been good and 
helpful. That which has been 
directed to the usefulness of the deaf 
in productive pursuits has had a salu- 
tary effect upon our general welfare. 
It has opened avenues of gainful 
occupations to thousands of willing 
workers, brought them comparative- 
ly high emoluments, demonstrated 
their industry aud efficiency, and 
benefited the several communities 
wherein they reside. mul- 

tiplication of opportunities has in- 
creased their self- respect and con- 
fidence in their own abilities, while 
encomiums upon their skill, steadi- 
ness and productive abilities, have 
been conceded and expressed by the 
people who have employed them. 
The industrial condition of the deaf 
was never so bright as it is today. 

Then there is publicity that has 
the opposite effect. It can be found 
in the exaggerated statements of 
tbe " ultra-oral" advocates, who 
either wilfully or ignorantly assert 
that the deaf forfeit consideration 
In their search for employment un- 
less they are able to talk orally and 
read the lips unerringly. 

Htre is a sample of tbe talk be- 
tween a young hearing man, of 
Boston, and an elderly man, named 
Black, who was represented as being 
" stone deaf." 

' ' Yon seem to understand what I 
say," said the young man, "audi 
assure you I am talking in an or- 
dinary voice." 

" That is the result of the movies," 
replied Bla< . /ou see, I go to 

the motion pictures almost every day 
and watch the lips of tbe players I 
can understand what they say by 
watching their lips 

" It was difficult at first to grasp 
tbe meaning ; but I began to watch 
for ' Yes,' and ' No,' and ' How dare 
yen." These expressions are very 
assy to understand. Then I began 
to comprehend the more difficult ones. 
" I continued my observations on 
tbe street, in tbe subway trains, and 
wherever I mfgbt be. The result 
is that I am able to follow a whole 
conversation by watching the lips. 
Moving pictures nave given me back 
what nature has taken jway.

If any deaf person has done any- 
thing to reflect glory to the deaf 
world by his work in art and in- 
dustry, Mr. H, Humphrey Moore 
has certainly contributed his share 
in the highest degree. 

To relate only a small part of his 
activities during a long life of use- 
fulness would take up much space, 
so bewildering they were in scope 
and variety. We shall confine our- 
selves in this article only to the 
latest exhibitions at tbe Union 
League Club and the Architectural 
League of New York. At the 
Union League Club was shown only 
tbe exquisite collection of studies of 
Japanese domestic life, temples, tea 
houses, street scenes, and other 
characteristic types that he painted 
directly from life in 1881, during a 
sojourn in Japan. 

To exhibit it at this great and 
exclusive Club is an acknowledg- 
ment of tbe veneration held for tbe 
merits of this painter by the art 
world. All the metropolitan dailies 
had lengthy and flattering criticisms 
of these studies. The most promi- 
nent comments were that they were 
Fortuny-like in treatment. Most of 
them are very small, almost minia- 
tures, and still most brilliant in 
local color effect, vigorous in draw- 
ing, composition and general effects. 
Two months later this collection 
was again shown at tbe gallery of 
the Architectural League of New 
York. In addition to it were added 
other pictures treating of Oriental 
and Spanish subjects, which show 
that there is no end of versatility in 
this Artist's work. 

If shown separately and bearing 
no signature, they would pass for 
tbe work of different artists of dif- 
ferent epochs, and every one a 
masterpiece in itself. His portraits 
could be signed by Velasquez or 
Watteau and easily pass for their 
own work. 

His " Reverie" depicts a beauti- 
ful girl gazing at you complacently, 
with an indescribably quizzical ex- 
pression. It is whst I should call a 
modern Mons Lisa by Leonardo da 
Vinci. Though entirely different in 
composition and treatment, there is 
a resemblance in the elusive smile 
which is both sad and joyous. It is 
difficult to say whether it is coque- 
try or real affection. 

His portrait of a child looking at 
you with ber bewitchingly sweet 
smile, holding up tbe paw of a fox 
terrier, aptly entitled " Love me and 
my dog," is a dream of graceful pos- 
ing and softness of color.

Editor Journal:- In reporting 
an ordination to the priesthood at 
Columbus recently, the " Ohio News 
Bureau" goes on to sny: 

"Other niissoins were established until 
now they extend from the Atlantic to the 
Mississippi. Rev. Charles is the first 
priest ordained West of the Ohio River, 
and the third missionary in the west." 

As historical accuracy always 
adds to the value if not to the inter- 
est of a statement, I beg to say that 
missions extend not only from the 
Atlantic to the Mississippi, but 
" Beyond the Mississippi" to the 
Pacific. The last reported ordina- 
tion " West of the Ohio River" is 
not the first of record. There was 
an ord. nation to the diaconate at 
Trinity Church, Jacksonville, III., 
April ioth, 1889, and to the priest- 
hood at Christ Church Cathedral, 
St. Louis, January 1st, 1893, at both 
of which we were present. Rev. 
Mr Charles is the seventh, not the 
third, " Missionary in the west." 
The clergy who have preceded him 
within the territory indicated are 
the Reverends Mann, Flick, Al- 
labough, Koehler, Webb, and one 
other whom we have never met but 
who on last accounts was still living.

Three hundred and thirty veins 
nu.o, Hie Elizabeth was queen of 
England — the splendid, enterprising 
Elizabeth, who sent her captains 
and her ships all over the world, 
and built up ICui/land as no king 
before had done. When this great 
Knglish queen, in jeweled stomacher 
and spread lag petticoats and stiff 
lace ruff, was growing old and gray 
beaded, a little KriKlish baby was 
bom who is very Interesting to all 
English-speaking children. Many 
other English babies were born thai 
same yar, just as pretty and just 
as dear, whose names are forgotten 
— but they wore born in England. 
This little baby was remembered 
because she was the first baby bom 
in the queen's trew country across 
the Atlantic on the coast of the red 
Indian's land — and because of her 
strange story. 

It was a long while a^o. Col um 
bus had discovered America only a 
a century earlier, and it was a third 
of a century before the Pilgrims 
landed on Plymouth Rock. The 
Spaniards, following Columbus, 
had settled in the South, in Florida 
and Mexico, but the English had 
no settlement at all on the main- 
land of America. 

But Englishmen had roused up, 
and were looking across the Atlantic, 
and planning to get their chare of 
the new world. The leader of these 
men was Sir Walter Raleigh He 
was Hie same Beleigh wiio had 
spread his new velvet cloak In the 
mud for Queen Elizabeth to walk 
over -an ! he was high in her favor 
ever after. 

Raleigh had filled oul many ships 
and men to no to the new land — so 
many that he was called, "Tbe 
Shepherd of Hie Sea." Raleigh's 
first colonies did not succeed, and 
in the spring of H387 he fitted oul 
another, " hundred men and 

women, and ten children — the first 
Kujrlish children to come to the new 
world. These people sailed in 
charge of governor John White, 
who was to found a city in II. 
larrd and nam • it Balelgh. 

Steamers now cross the Allanllc 
in one week, bin the little sailing 
vessels of 1 he time weio throe months 
oh the way; so it was midsummer 
when the colony lauded on Roanoke 
Island, off the OOUSl of what is now 
North Carolina. It was Virginia 

ihen, name 1 i,y Raleigh after 

Ml 1 /.a both, who was called Hie 
" Virgin Qoeea.* 

We limy be sure the eyes of the 
LOU Knulish children opened wide 
at all the wonders of the new world 
— the cedars aud cypress, the sas 
safrass and palms, the many strange 
flowers, the birds and beasts, an<l 
above all, the little red childlen of 

the Indiana No doubt the lime 

red children IhoOgbl Hie ten little 
palefaOM unite as strange. 

And soon alter the landing there 
was anot.hei little paleface for I hem 
lo wonder at— Bab* Dare herself 
For among 'he colonists was Gover- 
nor White's daughter Eleanor and 
her husband, Ananias Dare; and 



about a month after tbey reached 
Roanoke In e «. Sixteenth Century, 
Utile Baby Dare was bom And 
tbongb, as I have said, thousands 
of English babies born Hie same 
year have beeu forgotten, Baby 
Dare will never be forgotten, be 
cause he was the Hist English baby 
bom in all America. 

Baby Dare was named Virginia, 
the queen's new land where she was 
born. 

The colonists soon after found 
that they needed many supplies 
from England, and Baby Dare was 
hardly more lhan a week old when 
her grandfather, Governor White, 
kissed her good by and sailed back 
to England in Hie one ship the 
colony had. 

At beet, il would have been half 
a year before he could return; but 
when he reached home, he found 
England at war with Spain, and 
Ibongh Raleltjh did not. forget his 
colony far away on the coast of tbe 
red Indians' laud itr the new world, 
and did his best to help, it was 
lliree years, instead of six months, 
when Governor White sailed back 
to Roanoke. 

We can fancy how his heart 
bonnded with joy at the thought of 
meeting his daughter Eleanor and 
his lit le granddaughter Virginia, 
and how he strained his eyes to catch 
the first siirht of the settlement as 
tbey neared the coast. 

It was sunset when they came to 
land. Governor While (houuhl he 
saw llgbta through the dusk, but 
when be went, ashore there were no 
lights — no people — no daughter 
Eleauor — no little Virginia. 

The eabins were standing, but 
deserted The palhs were grassed 
over, vines grew across the doors, 
and wild deer were feeding on the 
ripe melons anil cucumbers in the 
gardens. Shouts aud trumpet 
notes bronchi no response. Gov 
emor White and his men searched 
everywhere. They found books 
lorn from ibelr covers, bars of iron, 
old maps, and a suit of rusty armor, 
and in tbe Dare cabin was In tie 
Virginia's cradle, and on the floor 
beside it lay one tiny shoe. 

One word the colonists had left 
behind them When Governor 
While sailed for England, it was 
agreed that, should they leave tbe 
place, Ihey would carve on the trees 
the name of the place lo which they 
were going — and if they went in 
trouble, a ci oss was to be out be- 
neath. Governor While and his 
men finally found the word " Croat- 
an" caived on a tree, but no cross. 
Croat an was an Indian village on 
another island; but no search then 
or by later colonists found any 
truce of the lost colony; tbe one 
hundred and six men and women, 
the ten children, and little Baby 
Dare, had all vanished — and 
through three hundred years since 
no trace of them has ever beeu found. 

So tbe city of Raleiirh was not 
founded by Governor While ; but 
two hundred years after, when (be 
English colonies which Raleigh led 
at the start had become the United 
States, Hie capital of Notth Carolina 
was named Raleigh. And County 
Dare, on the mainland opposite 
Roanoke Island, today keeps green 
the memory of Little Baby Dare. — 
Fred Myron Colby, in Christian 
Standard.

You felt 
lifted into the life beyond without 
death and without pain. 

" I am sure that anyone who saw- 
it as I did, and slept in full view of 
Hint, white camping ground, would 
be more than content to leave all 
those brothers in arms where their 
bodies have been laid and where we 
■bould be proud to have them lie."
